In particular, theNnvention relates to the medical, pharmaceutical and 


/cosmetic uses of trypsins derived from Atlantic cod or other animals. There are 


three isoenzymes of trypsin inVtlantic cod that have been purified and 


characterized. They have been teamed Trypsin I, II and III (Asgeirsson et al.,Eur. J. 
Biochem. 180:85-94, 1989). The codStypsins have the amino terminal sequence 
I-V-G-G-Y-Q/E-C-En--K/R-H-S-Q-A-H-QVVL-N-S (SEQ ID NO.:1) while 
mammalian trypsins such as bovine trypsin ha\e the amino terminal sequence
